settlement of difficulties. 
Both miners and 
operators express tho opinion that they 
have formed 
the 
g roundwork 
for 
the 
amicable settlement of all future troubles 
which may arise, anti they also hope, inas­ 
much as they have enlisted the more intelli­ 
g ent and liberal element of both classes, 
that the compact will g etjstrong er with each 
year. 
In order that the results mig ht not 
be temporary, th« convention provided for 
another meeting at Columbns on tho second 
Tuesday of February, 18 8 7 , when the present 
seal ) of prices will Ik* subject to revision. 
When tho convention mot Wednesday 
morning 
West Virg inia applied for and 
was g ranted admission to the deliberation! 
of tho body with an equal voic e with the 
other four states" Ohio, Indiana. Illinois and 
Ponnsylvunia. 
Quite a number of speeches 
counseling harmony in the deliberations 
were made and action urg ed on the adoption 
of tho Pittsburg scale of prices to bo paid 
for mining in tho five states for the year 
beg inning tho 1st of May next. 
Tho scale 
was amended so us to cut out Staunton, 
Mount Olive and Spring field, Ills., 
0 1 1 the 
g round that these sections Were not repre­ 
sent o i and were not nt the Pittsburg con­ 
vention. 
The only formal opposition to the 
scale came from Grape Greek, Ills j, and Bra 
zil, Ind. 
The scale was, however, adopted, 
receiving 
votes and ! ag ainst it. which 
came from the ojierator at Grape Greek. 
Mr. Melntosh, an operator of tho Pitts­ 
burg district, voted for tho schedule, with 
the understanding that ho had his own 
interests to defend, and in eases where 
ojierators in his district refused to accept 
the scale, and came in competition with him 
in the same market, ho would have to look 
after his interests, but would not take ad­ 
vantag e of a lower rate o f mining where it 
would come in eompotion with operators 
who were following the conditions of the 
scale. 
It was anticipated that a number of 
local differences would arise as to the ad­ 
justment in different localities oil tho basis 
which has been decidod upon for the prin­ 
cipal fields, and some of these differences* 
it was thoug ht, m ig ht bo of an inter-stato 
character. 
Hence it was decided to consti­ 
tute a national board of arbitration. 
To 
this end Mr. McBride, of Ohio, offered tho 
following resolution, which was adopted:

A N O T H E R E L O Q U E N T D IS C O U R S E BY 


P L Y M O U T H ’S F A M O U S PAST O R . 


The Only Ileal L iberty i* In L aw -N o 
F reedom Like A bsolute Subjection to 
Those Lawn tliat are M eant to L ift I’* 
In to a Larg er Sphere. 


B rooklyn . Feb. l i t - - Among the notice* 
lead by Mr. Beecher this m orning was the 
announcem ent of a lecture on Thursday 
« vening by a brother minister upon “ The 
Vandalism of Ing ersollism .” 
Those who recalled the memorable oc­ 
casion when Mr. Bsecher cordially shook 
hands with Col. lngersoll on the stag > of 
the crowded Academ y of Music and intro­ 
duced him as the g reatest orator of his time 
were not surprised when the preacher paused 
in an embarrassed w ay, after reading this 
notice, and finally said: 
“ I suppose my 
friend w ill deal with this subject as w ell as 
anybody could; but rig ht Christian living is 
the l>est answer to all infidelity. 
The burn­ 
ing and shining lig ht is the only argum ent 
you need ag ainst darkness.” 
Mr. Beecher based his sermon upon Ro­ 
mans ii, 4, 5: 
“ Despisest thou the riches 
of His goodness and forbearance an l long 
suffering ; not knowing that the goodness of 
God leadeth thee to repentance? 
But after 
thy hardness and im penitent heart treas- 
urest up unto thyself wrath ag ainst the day 
of wrath and revelation of the righteous 
judg m ent of God.” 
He said: The universe is threaded through 
and through with a system of laws adapted 
to every stag e of creation. 
W e do not rid 
ourseivo« of natural laws by development. 
We walk more deeply into their sphere. 
Laws are not hindrances. 
W e are too apt 
to look upon them as lim itations, whereas 
they are wings; they are enlarg em ents; they 
are so ninny paths loading up from dull, 
dark and unorganized nature towards intel­ 
lig ent and victorious nature. 
They are 
helps. 
There is no 
freedom 
like abso­ 
lute subjection to 
thorn 
law s that are 
meant 
t<> lift 
us 
into a 
larger sphere. 
There 
is 
no 
ixindago 
like disobedience. 
The onlv real liberty is in law, known, ac­ 
cept? 1 and thorough!v obeyed. 
This m ikes 
men five. 
In regard to a m ultitude

things the disobedience of law i? not fol­ 
lowed innne lintel}' by any penalty that is 
recogntz d, hut tins registration of it goes 
(>ti nevertheless. 
No law is ever violated 
without leaving behind it a poison.

Mental penalties 
seldom have pain connected with them. 
i ’hysieians tell me that the dang er of the 
complain» called Brig hts disease and sim ilar 
troubles is that there are no nerves in the

There are no 
nerves in a good deal of a man’s brain,
